First of all, I would like to congratulate once more 
the winners of the contest of 1958. Congratulations go 
out to Gilbert Wiebe of Osterwick, first prize; Clara 
Schmidt of Sommerfeld, second prize; and Nettie Zach¬ 
arias of Silberfeld who won the half-year contest prize. 

Now as to the children’s page for 1959. This year 
I have chosen to make it our Missionary Year. I’m 
convinced it will be both, of great interest and valus 
to all who will read it. Each month I will have for 
you a story written by a missionary from a different field 

Christ Jesus himself, was 'the greatest missionary this 
world has ever known and will ever know. He was sent 
of God into this sinful world to save all mankind from 
sin everywhere. He himself has done much preaching 
and teaching so that men should believe on Hirn. Then 
when he went up to heaven to prepare for us a home, 
he gave this work of preaching and teaching His Name 
over to us, his children. Yes, he even commanded it. 
That is why we today have so many missionaries out on 
the fields.

You can find Kamsack on the map near 
the Manitoba-Saskatchewan boundary and slightly north 
of the Riding- Mountain National Park. It is about 400 
miles from Altona. 


THE STORY OF BILLY KOWEY 

Billy is a good-looking boy of thirteen, weighs one 
hundred and twenty pounds and usually wears a big smile 
for everyone. 

It was at the time we conducted Evangelistic meetings 
at Danbury, Sask., in Connection with D.V.B.S. that 
Billy came to know the Lord Jesus as his personal Savior. 
One day he came to me and said, “I’m a little afraid 
to come in the evening.” I wondered why; I therefore 
asked him, “Why are you afraid? “Oh, he said, there are 
bears in this community and in the evening I cannot see 
them. I have to ride on a bike through a Stretch of 
woodland and never know what I’ll meet.” Yet Billy 
was a brave boy. He came in spite of it. He wanted 
to hear me preach on “Jesus coming again.” 

However, there was something more. He wanted to 
know how he could be saved. Then one evening he 
accepted Christ as his Savior. This made him very 
happy. He now has the assurance that some day he 
will be with Jesus. But that was not all, he desired

something eise. He told us again and again, “I want

It did not take very long when he realized that in 
Order to be a missionary he had to begin at home and 
in school. How true it is, the moment we get saved 

the Holy Spirit places on our mind and heart the 

responsibility of winning others to the Lord. So Billy 
began to witness to his sister and also to the boys and 
girls at school. We know as always, people who speak 
for the Lord, and desire others to be saved are hated. 
This also happened to Billy. The boys and girls did not 
like him for it. However, he kept right on. This puts 
many believers to shame. Doesn’t it, boys and girls? 

After two months Billy came to one of the missionaries, 
and said, “I wish to be baptized, will you do 'this for 
me?” Now this was a surprise for the missionaries, this 
was considered among the different missionaries and 
agreed upon. His desire should be granted him. 

It was during the time we had moved to Kamsack, 
when the question arose who would and should perform 
this part of the Service. The missionaries agreed that 
I should take Charge of it. Preparations were made in 
regards to a certain Sunday aftemoon, when his sister 
who is a nurse could be at home and present to witness 
Billy’s public confesision of faith through the form of 
water baptism, which was conducted in the river. The 
result of it was that his sister was convicted of her sins 
and wished to be saved, too. A few weeks later she 
gave her heart to the Lord. It was my pleasure to see 
her take that stand on a Billy Graham film night in 
Canora, Sask. 

Now this is one incident where we as missionaries 
have rejoiced in and do praise the Lord for it. 

In closing, boys and girls, we request prayer for all 
the boys and girls here who have taken a stand for the 
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Lord. Pray also for tlie lost that they too will come 
to know Jesus as their Savior.

Greetings: In this New Year season to all of our Con¬ 
ference Locals; according to Philippians Chapter 1:6, “He 
who has begun a good work in you, is also able to perform 
it.” 


“Missions.” What is it? Dr. Robert Glover says: It 
is the Froclamation of the Gospel to Men everywhere. 
(Home and Abroad.) The Lord has given us some seven- 
teen locals (churches) at home for Missions background, 
and fields abroad like: Africa, Panama, Alaska, U.S.A. 
and Oanada for our responsibility as the Rudnerweider 
Congregations. 

“Brief Report on Various Missionaries’ Activities” 

Africa —Agatha Schellenberg: Writes in her very recent 
letter: My main work is teaching in both day and Sunday 
school, then the most important “Teacher Training.” We 
on the College staff are to go out for four weeks to 
supervise our graduates and students, to approximately 
150 schools. Only one car for this big job. So we are 
praying for another car available to the staff. I have 
been budgeting from the beginning for this, so pray for 
this and also my health. My vacation work is writing 
books for use in Bible teaching, working especially on 
a song book. We praise God for increase in staff and 
pray that the Lord’s banner rnay be first in the countless 
details. 

Panama —The Eimer Fehrs: Report as follows, Greet¬ 
ings in our Saviour.

Lord willing this becoming our next 
mission post. Two Latin girls will take responsibility 
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here. Pray for these two girls, for a woman backslidden 
that came back to the Lord after being absent for two 
years. We are all fine and healthy. 

Alaska —The Bill Kehlers: Dear supporting friends of 
the Rudnerweider churches: Greetings from Alaska with 
Psalm 100:2. Thanks for your financial support, your 
prayers and letters that do lighten our burdens here. 
We rejoice with the Lord’s blessings. Last week a 14- 
year-old girl gave her heart to the Lord. Two boys 
recently saved, ages 14 and 16 have gone home for 
Christmas with a good supply of tracts and Bibles to 
distribute to their friends and parents. We expect God 
to work as he has promised. 

Kamsack, Sask. Jake Hoeppners: The Hoeppners are 
very active in their new field, but they believe more con- 
tacting and teaching is necessary. Their work consists of 
(a) witnessing; (b) public schools which are seven in 
number; (c) conducting two Sunday schools; (d) Sunday 
Services besides Sunday school are held in Kamsack and 
Verigin; (e) hospital visits on Sunday nights; (f) senior 
Citizen Home visits; Cg) prayer meeting and Bible study 
night. Very recently Bro. Jake was blessed with fruitful 
revival Services at Verigin, Sask. Let’s pray for a worker 
here. This town has a störe and post Office (combined) 
for sale, the post-office job drawing $140.00 monthly. 
Is this your opportunity for missionary work? 

Montreal Lake —John Buhlers: Attendants of the Chil- 
dren’s Home write: Greetings in the Name of all Names 
“Jesus.” Christmas was a busy season for us. On Dec. 
6th and 13th respectively we took 16 boys and the next 
time 19 girls to Prince Albert for their own Christmas 
shopping. What an excitement! Among the new chil- 
dren received there are four Cathölic boys from six to 
eleven. Three of thern have made decisions for Christ. 
Praise His Name. (Let’s remember the Buhlers; John 
has a nervous strain and their stay in this field and under 
this board is not too definite—Sec.) 

Dominion City: Since the Hoeppners were transferred 
from here the local Christians (under the supervision of 
Bro. Krueger and Bro. Martens) have been very aotive. 
We are grateful for Henry Martens, local high school 
instructor for the Sunday morning messages. Sister 
Sarah Gerbrandt who is recuperating from her recent 
Operation is still weak in body and will take some time 
to see her back in aotion. Miss Anne Bergmann (Bergfeld) 
was here for a month to assist in the manifold activities 
during Sarah’s absence. In this time and always Nettie 
Penner has wonderfully carried on by 'the Grace of God 
to keep Standards in their work. (Thanks girls for your 
up to date report to our Office—Sec.) 

Shamatawa, Man. Helen Dyck: A Merry Christmas 
and a Happy New Year. Life is so different out here 
as far as Christmas, transportation, get together is con- 
cerned. Freeze-up is here once more, letters come in 
slowly, Isolation sets in, but Christ is still Lord of all 
circumstances. Wish you could see life here in the bush. 
Being in an area of about 1 mile long and % mile wide 
for two years and seeing the same 240 people only, except 
for a pilot or stranger once in two weeks. Did you know 


On the second 
Sunday of December, Rev. J. H. Friesen proclaimed 
marriage vows between Helen and her bridegroom, 
Joseph Pope; a young missionary man from God’s Lake, 
Man., his Station. 

God’s Lake, Man., Joseph Pope: In answer to our 
letter, concerning the joining of our church, Mennonite 
Faith and Non-Resistance Teachings. I do not know 
God’s leading regarding my applying for membership 
in your fellowship, although I believe it would be harder 
for Helen to leave her church than for me even though 
I love mine greatly. Concerning non-resistance: I do not 
fully understand as yet, but in the last war when it 
looked as if I was going to be drafted, I stipulated that 
because of my religious beliefs I could not bear arms, 
however, I would serve in medical or chaplain’s branches 
of the Service, or in non combatant Service, (their mar¬ 
riage is scheduled for the latter part of January or 
beginning of February. The prayer of God’s children 
on their behalf is necessary.) 

Ft. Chipewyan, Alta. Bert Braun: Greetings in our 
Saviour. I am relieving at Chipewyan at present. The 
Missionaries that were here resigned from the Mission, 
so there’s a Chance that I’ll be here all Winter. There 
are about 1,000 people living in the surrounding 80 miles, 
speaking Cree, Chipewyan, French and English. We 
have Services at the Gospel Chapel Sunday school and 
Wednesday night “Quiet Time.” House Visitation, distri- 
bution of literature and Gospel tracts take much of my 
time. Eight years of sowing has been done here, but few 
visible results. Pray for a bountiful harvest, pray for 
Chipewyan. 

Eagle Pass, Texas. George Wiebe: Greetings with 
Isaiah 60:1, You have noticed change of address. Why? 
New missionaries came to Del Rio, so I was challenged 
to open another Station, namely Eagle Pass which was 
my privilege. My allowance has been steady around 
$100.00 which undertook well tili my car payments came 
up, which make a tight squeeze at times. The language 
has come quite well. 

Mission News as they happen: (1) The Harry Hieberts 
(Our Plattdeutsche missionaries are in Saskatchewan 
(Herbert). Praising God for the Rudnerweider Church, 
it’s interest in missions, prayer and support. 

(2) Jacob Klassen, Winnipeg, our “saw and hammer” 
missionary writes: The Lord willing I am going west to 
Wetaskiwin, Alberta. Bethany Homes for Children, for 
they are in great need of a carpenter. 

(3) Pete Giesbrecht: Teacher at Gnadenfeld took a 
carful of Young People around New Years to Kamsack, 
Sask., to aid in personal visitations and carpentry work 
there. 

(4) Dave Wiebes, South America report: The Lord 
is blessing us richly in farm work and kitchen, but 
especially in Street meetings. Many come to listen to 
God’s Word. A priest (Cathölic) has been saved and the 
second is under conviction. Do pray for us.
